Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 
improvement over the closest prior art, Word Reference, in combination 
with Gibson (US 6,313,854). Word Reference teaches an online translator 
and Gibson teaches automatic window sizing of web pages and generation 
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of separate windows witliout overlapping. The non-obvious improvement 
over Word Reference in combination witli Gibson, regarding claims 1,10, 
18, and 20, including a translation window that is created by a program 
associated with a primary web page and is opened in conjunction with a 
web page window containing a secondary web page, wherein the 
translation window and the web page widow are automatically positioned 
and sized so that the translation window and the web page window fit on 
one screen without overlapping, wherein the translation window is not 
laid out as a frame prior to the translation window being positioned 
and sized. 

Regarding claim 1 1, the non-obvious improvement comprising 
including a translation window that is created by a program associated with 
a primary web page and is opened in conjunction with a web page 
window containing a secondary web page, automatically adjusting the 
size the translation window and the web page widow are positioned and 
sized so that the translation window and the web page window fit on one 
screen without overlapping, wherein the translation window is not laid 
out as a frame prior to the translation window being positioned and 
sized. 
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Regarding claim 22, the non-obvious improvement comprising 
including a translation window that is created by a program associated with 
a primary web page and is opened in conjunction with a web page 
window containing a secondary web page, automatically adjusting the 
size the translation window and the web page widow are positioned and 
sized so that the translation window and the web page window fit on one 
screen without overlapping, wherein the translation window is not 
opened from a frame layout. 

3. Claims 2-9, 1 2-1 7, 1 9, 21 , and 23-44 are allowed as their parent 
claims have been deemed allowable.
